A Call for Speakers.

C. J. Thornton, of Columbus, 
was the first one honored. A delegate with 
bristling red hair and a voice like u fog- 
horn, started down the center aisle 
from the speaker's table shout- 
ing “Thornton, ‘Thornton!’ at the 
top of his voice and casting his eagle cye 
here and there as if he was seeking the 
big man from Muscogee with much earn- 
estness. Mr. Thornton was seated just un- 
der the speaker’s desk, and the red-headed 


} herald was going away from the man he 


sought as fast as he could. But he accom- 
plished this purpose. The crowd began to 
call for Thornton, and Thornton was led 
to the speaker’s desk and introduced by 
Judge Hines, 

“The nation is beginning to realize that

“The veople are crying for peace and 
prosperity,” continued Thornton, somewhat 
perturbed by the enthusiastic way in which 
the deegates yelled in his ears whenever 
he spoke. 

“‘Ain’t it the truth?” bawled out a dele- 
gate from the wiregrass region, with a 
face burned brown by the sun and a voice 
that almost shook the roof. 

‘It is in our power to make the pecple 
happy, and we are going to do it,’’ cried 
Thornton in a loud voice. tle was lc) cring 
hard to make himself heard above the 
din, 

“Wow, wow, wow,

first called on Thornton to speak. 

“The only thing the people must do to 
be happy and prosperous and ;eaceful,” 
shouted Thornton, “is to adopt our plat- 
form and vote for our candidates.’’

Thornton concluded that ‘the audience 
was doing about aS much speaikiis as he 
was, and he decided to stop.

Only One Objector. 

One delegate, whom no one around the 
speaker’s desk seemed to know, rose in 
the rear of the ‘hall to amend or offer some 
resolution in reference to the platform. 
The party leaders who had framed the 
platform carefully in the committee room 
did not like the idea of having tseir in- 
strument torn up or amended in any way 
by the convention, and when the delegate 
arose in the rear of the hall one cf the 
platform committee moved the adoption of 
the report, and cut him off.

Jacksonville, Fla., August 7.—(Special.)— 
desperate by debt, Walter L.

Dis- 
guised by a wig and false whiskers, Cham- 
berlain entered the bank about noon, 
forced his way into the @Casher’s office and 
presented a note, demanding $5,000 with a 
threat that vitriol would be thrown into 
cashier’s face if the money was re- 

fused, 

Hubbard tried to gain time, but the rob- 
ber pressed his demand for the money, and 
Huvbard refused. 

As soon as the cashler refused a bottle 
of vitriol was dashed at Nim by the robber. 
Hubbard ducked and saved His face, but 
the vitriol fell on his neek and shoulders, 
making ugly burns. While Hubbard was 
bent over he got a pistol from his -desk 
and as he straightened up, placed the 
weapon against the rebber’s body and 
fired. The robber fell, @rawing his pistol 
as he did so and trying to shoot Hubbard, 
becoming unconscious With his finger on 
the trigger. 

The shot attracted several persons, who 
saw that the wounded Mmian was disguised. 
The wig and whiskers were removed, and 
then it was seen that he was Chamber- 
lain. He is a menrber of the firm of 
Chamberlain & Cule, and Ras always stood 
well.

Rumor That He Indorsed Democracy 
Causes Stock To Drop. 


New York, August 7.—The stock market 
was in a more disturbed and depressed 
State today than on yesterday. The call- 
ing of loans by the banks and other ten- 
ders to provide money to bridge over the 
trouble in Chicago and to move the cotton 
and wheat crops was attendéd by con- 
siderable liquidation of long accounts in 
stocks, and the bear operators took ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to force down 
values. It was conceded that the decline 
was unwarranted, but there was an ab- 
sence of purchasing power in the market 
and it could not be prevented. There 
were some buying orders from the trade 
but not enough to furnish support for 
stocks. On the other hand, stocks were 
offered in which there had been no trans- 
action for weeks, indicating that sacri- 
fices had to be made to secure funds. 

The total of sales was cons :derably 
larger than usual. The downward move-

FORCED TO MAKE SEVERAL ADDRESSES 


Will Resume His Journey This Morn- 
ing and Will Speak at Chi- 
cago Today. 


Des Moines, Iowa, August 7.—William 
Jennings Bryan ended up seven hours of 
campaigning through Nebraska and lowa 
at Des Moines tonight. His reception here 
was a fitting climax to the enthusiaSm with 
which he had been greeted at a number of 
other places in this state. 

The weather was swelterimg hot during 
all of the journey. The crowds at the sta- 
tions aiong the route of the Rock dsland 
road, however, did not seem to mind the 
heat and gave vent to their enthusiasm 


ature. It wag 9:30 o’clock when the train 
on which Mr. Bryan was a passenger pulled 
into the station there. Attached to the 
regular number of coaches were four spe- 
cial cars containing a large ccntingert 
of free silver men from Des Moines, demo- 
crats, populists and bolting republicans, 
composing the advance guard of free silver 
enthusiasts from this city, who joined Mr. 
Bryan fifty miles west. 

More than a thousand people were gath- 
ered at the railway station here, Carriages 
were in waiting, and these conveyed Mr.

Bryan’s Speech at DesMoines. 
In his tabernacle speech Mr. Bryan said, 
among other things: 

Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentie- 
men—I esteem it a great privilege to 
be permitted even for a brief moment 
to stand before the citizens assembied 
in this, the capital city, of one of the 
greatest agricultural states of this 
union. It is not necessary for any 
one to come from abroad to enlighten 
you upon the issues of the campaign. 
Your own state is rich in orators, and 
in this campaign it will be richer than 
it has been before for a quarter of a 
century. (Great cheering.) You have 
here that statesmran whom you delight 
to honor, and as I look back over the 
campaigns in which it has been my 
privilege to take part, there are no 
campaigns that I remember with more 
pleasure and pride than those two 
campaigns when, at the invitation of 
your people, I came to assist in the 
election of Horace Boies as governor of 
this state. (Continued cheering.) If 
in the national convention, which has 
just closed, the lot fell upon me rather 
than upon him, it was not because of 
superior merit, but because of the cir- 
cumstances which surrounded that con- 
vention, and ] do not take 
to myself the credit for what 
was done. I believe that these dele- 
gates were as honest and earnest a 
body of men aS were ever assembled 
in convention, and after viewing the 
Situation they decided, whether wisely 
or foolishly, time will tell, that under 
all the circumstances the nomination 
should fall on the one who did receive 
it, and I am on my way to the city of 
New York to receive the notification. 
I do not know how well I may be able 
to bear the standard which is to be 
placed in my hands, but I know this, 
that there is not one person in all this 
land who is more deeply in earnest 
ii this cause than he whom you have 
honored. (Loud applause.) 

You shall not need orators this year. 
If every orator you have known were 
to be silent, orators would arise in every 
county and in every town and in every 
precinet of this state and proclaim the 
truth. Oratory sometimes has been 
laughed at. but, my friends, oratory 
will be with us as long as the human 
race endures. Eloquence is simply the 
the speech of.a person who knows what 
he is talking about and believes what 
he says.

So solid 
were the masses Of people packed that the 
carriages containing the democratic can- 
didate’s party could not make any progress. 

The holding up process was repeated, 
and this time Mr. Bryan was obliged to 
again yield to the demands of the crowd. 
He made a ten minute speech, and was 
wildly cheered. The multitude wags sutis- 
fied, and allowed him to pass into the big 
tabernacle. 

The seating capacity of the tabernacle 
is 4,500. Tonight not only was every chair 
occupied, put the aisles and all available 
space was crowded with perspiring but en- 
thusiastic human beings. Those who formed 
the multitude outside had been unable to 
gain admission. When Mr. Bryan, escort- 
ed by Governor Boies,, appeared on the 
platform, there was a wild demonstration 
closely approacning that in the Coliseum 
in Chicago when Mr. Bryan closed the de- 
bate on the platform. 

When the tumult finally subsided Gover- 
nor Boies introdvced the successful young 
opponent, and Mr. Bryan made a tel-min- 
ute speech, He was frequently interrupted 
by cheers, and when he concluded another 
outburst came from the highly enthi sed 
gathering.

Indianapolis, *Ind., August 7.—The com 
ference of the gold standard democrats 
fully met the expectations of its promoters, 
There were thirty-three states represented 
and about two hundred persons from all 
over the country were in attendance. 

Though the most famous politicians of 
the party were absent, this fact did not 
dampen the ardor or determination of those 
present to go ahead and put in the field 
a ticket and platform that would represent 
what they believed to be the real tenets of 
the democratic party of the country. 

An informal conference was held at noon 
which was not open to the public, the 
purpose of which was to bring into line 
the members from Texas, Georgia, Mary- 
land, Pennsylvania and Maine, who came 
here with the impression that a third 
ticket would probably do more harm thaa 
rood by dividing the gold standard forces 
of the country. 

At this conference speeches were made by 
General Buckner, of Kentucky; Mr. Outh- 
waite, of Ohio; Mr. Wilson, of Indiana, and

fact that in their states a third ticket was 
necesgary in order that the gold standard 
democrats might have some rallying point, 
something to fight for and to make a cam- 
paign for. They declared that in their’ 
section of the country, where every inch 
of political ground has been fought over 
year by year, there is more in a political 
name than in a political principle with the 
average voter and large numbers of demo- 
crats who would be inclined to vote for a 
gold standard democratic ticket would 
swallow Bryan and the Chicago platform 
eventually rather than vote the republican 
ticket. ; 

Before the conference at noon ended all 
opposition to the calling of another con- 
vention was withdrawn and it was agreed 
that the meetings of another committee in 
the afternoon and evening should be public.
